Note: Jerome (or Hieronymus) Le Clerc, son of the famous weaver, Jan 
Le Clerc, succeeded his father in 1676, and was associated in Brussels with 
Jacques Van der Borcht (or a Castro) under the patronage of Max Emmanuel 
of Bavaria and other German and Austrian princes; their Teniers tapestries are 
among the earliest in point of date, and examples are known in the Palace at 
Bayreuth, the Residenz at Munich, and the Dresden Museum, as well as in many 
English country houses.
